New York, Nov. 1—{Special.]—For the 
Becond time in forty-eight hours, 4 great 
crowd of men and women filled Madison 
Square Garden tonight to hear Theodore 
Roosevelt. As on Wednesday night, admis- 
gion was by ticket. Tonight the crowds out- 
elde, unable to gain admittance, were greater 
than on Wednesday night, and five overflow 
meetings were in progress at once. 

Inside there Was the same entinutiasm. 
Judging by the apparent temper of the audi 
ence it had come prepared to beat the cheer- 
ing record made by Gov. Wilson's followers 
on Thursday night. But before Col. Roose 
velt appeared, Controller Prendergast, chair- 
man of the meeting, announced that Mr. 
Roosevelt had sent a message asking to be 
spared the necessity of standing through a 
jong cheering period and requesting that

Mr. Straus’ speech was devoted almost en- 
tirely to an attack on William Sulger, Demo-

Greet Colonel with Shouts. 

It was néarly 10 o'clock whem the roar 
butside announced that Mr. Roosevelt had 
arrived. A moment later he appeared on 
the speaker’s platform and looked out above 
the horns of a great bull mooge head placed 
there. The men and women—at least one 
in seven present was a woman—were on 
their feet at once, every one waving a ban- 
danna flag and shouting. 

For twenty-five minutes there wee a pan- 
demonium of moose calla, con bell horns, 
and yells of every sort ever invented by the 
political cheer leaders. Col. Roosevelt, look- 
ing almost as ft ae he did before he was 
wounded, bowed and smiled, gave a short 
arm wave of recognition to a familiar faced 
here and there, and locked very happy. 

When the démonstration had been going 
on for eighteen minutes the crowd stopped 
cheerffig to make an attempt at singing ‘‘ The 
Red, White, and Blue.“ As Col. Roose- 
velt raised his arm in the agreed signal for 
silenée a huge bandanna banner Wes un- 
furled from the roof and there was a last 


big yeil. 
Urges Aid to State Ticket. 

Col. Roosevelt delayed his speech urging 
support to the Progressive state committee 
long enough to refer to the death of Vice 
President Sherman, saying: 

“Within the last forty-eight hours a man 
holding the second highest position in the 
land has been stricken by death, and I am 
gure I express the feeling not only of all of 
you here, but of our people everywhere when 
I say that We were all affected with sorrow 
and concern for the death of the vice presi- 
dent, and in your name I shall ask the chair 
man of this meeting to send our most respect- 
ful sympathy to the stricken woman, the wife 
‘of the late vice president—Mrs. Sherman.”

GREEKS SINK MOSLEM SHIP 


— — — 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUND.]) 

LONDON, Nov. 2, 8a. m.—While diepatches 
from Constantinople claim the Turkish army 
has won back considerabie of the position it 
lost in the four day battle in the vicinity of 
Lule Burgas and Visa, the news is discounted 
here. It is believed the Ottomen government 
inspires these dispatches. 

The arrival of 6,000 wounded men in Con- 
stantinople and the expected arrival of 7,000 
more tomorrow tell the story of the san- 
guinary character of the encounter and are 
added evidence that despite the optimistic 
reports from the Turkten side the Turkish 
army is beyond the point where it can re- 
trieve itself. 


News Continues Conflicting. 

The perplexity rising from-the policy of 
the governments engaged in warfare in 
southeastern Europe in totally excluding 
newspaper correspondents from the zone of 
hostilities is more pronounced than ever. 

An extraordmary series of dispatches from 
Nazin Pasha, the Turk commahder-in- 
chief, claiming that the Turkish army had 
recaptured Bunarhissar and was still holding 
its own against the Bulgarian advance, was 
published in Constantinople yesterday. 

In the absence of independent testimony. 
however, various assumptions as to the ac- 
curacy of these telegrams are possible. They 
may be belated dispatches referring to early 
stages of the struggle or may be mere rep- 
resentatlons for the benefit of the Turkish 
populace. 

On the other Aand, they may mean that the 
Bulgarian victory was not so complete as was 
represented by Sofia, or possibiy the nine 
divisions of Turkish reserves the reports of 
yesterday said had been oréered to the Turk- 
ish center mey be holding back the Bulgarian 
advance. ' 


Report Suspension of Battle. 

A Wate report say fighting has been sie. 
pended by the Turkish and Bulgarian arm- 
ies, the men of both sides suffering from ta- 
tigue from the long battle. 

All indications from Sofia are that the al- 
Hes are determined to dictate terme of peace. 
That is the construction placed on an edi- 
torial from the officia) newepaper, Mir, pub- 
lished at Sofia, and in other official! papers 
are iptimations that the Bulgarians expect 
to be in Constantinople within two weeks 
at the most. ,

BODY MAY BE IN THE RIVER 


The finding of e gashed and blood stained 
cap. identified as that of Dr. W. R. Ely, of 
Gibson City, III., has convinced the physi- 
clan’s relatives that he was murdered. 

The cap was under the Twelfth street via- 
duct, forty feet from the south branch, and 
it is feared his body was thrown into the 
river, This may not be proved for weeks, 

The cap was found on Wednesday morning 
by a man named Way, a laborer for the city 
bureau of street, but that it was that of Dr. 
Diy was not known until yesterday, when J. 
R. McNamara, of 444 West Sixty-first street, 
a nephew, and Richard Morris of 4839 Lex. 
ington street, made the identification. The 
police have been working on the cage for 
three days. 

“It looks bad now,” said Mr. McNamara 
last night. 
identification, for I had picked up the cap 
while my uncle was et our house a couple of 
hours before I believe he was slugged. 1 
looked at it closely because it was so much 
like mise. The cap we found under the vig. 
duct is exactly like it, of my uficle’s size, and 
is clearly not One belonging to the workmen 
who pass that point.” 

Disappeared on Visit to Chicago. 

Dr. Ely left his wife with Mrs. Morrie on 
Tuesday and went to see his sister, Mrs, J. R. 
McNamara, on the south side. He departed 
from his sister's shortly after 5 o'clock, to 
return to the Morris residence. At 6:10 he 
telephoned Mr. Morris, saying he had been 
delayed, and stiggesting the family proceed 
with dinner as otherwise it might be impossi- 
ble to reach the theater on time. That was 
the last heard of him. 

Frantic after three nights had passed with- 
out any information from his friend, Mr. Mor- 
ris went on an investigation of his own early 
yesterday morning, and went directly to 
Twelfth street, as Dr. Ely hdd said he was 
in that vicinity when he télephoned. It was 
found the call had been from the saloon of 
F. . McGetrick at 143 West Twelfth Street. 

McGetrick recalled seeing a man answering 
Dr. Bly’s description enter the saloon at 
about 6 p. m. and go to the telephone. He 
said he heard snatches of the conversation 
taMying with those Mr. Morris recounted. 
He added that the physician had not beer 
drinking and left the saiodn as soon as he 
finished telephoning. 

Brother Helps in Search. 

With J. D. Bly of Mason, III., a b 
the physician, Mr. Morris went oe 
viaduct seeking information. He was ai. 
rected by a railroad switchman to the United

Miss Singer stated in the communica- 
tion that she intended visiting Chicago, and 
asked that the Conways meet her there. 
Mrs. Conway states she and her husband 
came to Chicago, where they met Miss 
Singer and Worthen. 


Tells of Fatal Night. 

“They rented three rooms at Mrs. McCar- 
thy’s boarding house at 3220 Indiana avenue. 
‘The suite consisted of two bedrooms and a 
dining room, which they intended to use for 
light housekeeping purposes. Mrs. Conway 
and ‘her husband occupied one bedroom and 
the Singer woman and her companion took 
possession of the other one: : 

“On Monday evening, according to the 
Conway woman, Mise Singer came to her 
with a proposition which she did not consider 
legitimate. Mrs. Conway refused to accom 
Pany the Singer woman on a walk which 
had been proposed by the latter. Shortly 
afterward Miss Singer entered the Conway 
rooms and sat on the bed. Mrs. Conway 
states Mies Singer was in her stocking feet 
and started to put on her shoes. 

Conway. it is asserted by his wife, then 
began a conversation with Miss Singer which 
resulted in a quarrel. Mrs. Conway declares 
she left the room and returned three minutes 
later. She said: ‘When I came in the room 
agein Miss Singer was on the bed. My hus-

“Mrs. Conway admitted that when they 
first went to the Indiana avenue rooming 
house they were without funds.

Discussing the confession, Capt. Nootbaar 
said:

“NO PAY RAISE NEEDED.” 


N. G. Moore Declares Increase 
Employes Demand Would 
Bankrupt Corporation. 


The question as to what constitutes “a 
living wage on which a family of five can 
maintain the American standard of living in 
Chicago” threatene to overshadow other 
points at issue in the arbitration proceedings 
between the surface railway companies and 
their employés. 

William D. Mahon, president of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employés, raised the point at the 
opening session on Thursday that it would 
require $1,154.40 a year for a family: to live 
acoording to that standard. 

In his opening statement for the Chicago 
City railway yesterday Attorney Nathan G. 
Moore said that Mr. Mahon's statement is 
contradicted at every turn in Chicago ani 
the world over. He served notice that he pro- 
poses to attack the statement with evidence. 

Argue Salary Problem. 

“Why,” exclaimed Mr. Moore, “I saw in 
@ newspaper the other day that the average 
minister of the gospel gets only $550 a year— 
and they ere married, too, as a rule. The 
Carnegie institute has given out, after an in- 
vestigation of the subject, that the average 
salary of a professor in the United States is 
only $1,200. It takes a good bank clerk to 
earn +1,200 a year.” 

On several occasions during the seesion 
there were friendly tilts between Mr. Moore 
and Mr. Mahon on the subject. Once Mr. 
Moore made reference to the time which the 
interval between broken runs would allow the 
trainnien to work in their gardens. Mr. 
Mahon came. back sarcastically with this 
Phrase whenever the occasion afforded. 

An adjournment was taken until 9:30 
o'clock this morning after Mr. Moore had con- 
cluded his statement and Mr. Mahon had 
submitted in evidence an article describing 
the duties of a Chicago City railway train 
man and a company book of rules to indicate 
the ability required of a trainman.

Pleads for Quick Reforms. 

“If you postpone your reforms long you 
will smash every party in the United States, 
because there are things to be done and we 
cannot wait. You will have to wait for either 
branch of the Republican party.”

“TI have talked about the regulation of 
competition and men have asked me what I 
meant.

The men 
who have depended on these methods will 
have to depend on the character of the goods 
they manufacture, the prices, the efficiency 
and energy with which they organize their 
business and seek their markets, and so far 
as Iam concerned they are welcome to grow

This order, an invention, I understand, of 
the “ vicomte,” 
his circulars, “truly historic,” since he 
claims tt was founded by Emperor Charles of 
Germany and Spain in-1540, when he erected 
America into a fief of his empire, and con- 
éeded the first Aryan and seigneurial sub- 
infeudation of the duchy of Veragua to Colon, 
the grandson of Christopher Columbus.”

The present Duc de Richelieu, whose moth- 
er was born in New Orleans, is likewise Duo 
de Froneac, and when he marries and has 
children, his eldest son will, in accordance 
with the old practice of the family, be knowa 
as the Duc de Fronsac until he succeeds to 
the family honors. 

If the Vicomte de Fronsac "belonged to 
the ducal house of Richelieu hie name would 
figure as such in the Almanach de Gotha and 
in the standerd works of reference dealing 
with the authentic aristocracy of France; 
ane it must be obvious to any one Who reads 
his foolish circulars and letters that he would 
be only too proud to mention his connection 
with this historfe family if that connection 
should exist. 

Nor can I find any reference to a Vieomte 
de Fronsac, either In the standard annals. 
and Msts of the French nobility, nor yet

It was he 
himself, he asserted, that was beund by a 
moral obligation to insure the transfer of the 
property into the control of the alleged mo- 
nopoly after he had bought the virtually 
bankrupt concern ostensibly for himself and 
to be operated as an independent harvester 
company. 

Grosvenor Becomes Sarcastic. 

Edwin P. Grosvenor, special assistant at- 
torney gefie!nu:, grew sarcastic in questioning 
Attorney Vincent ‘concerning the “ moral 
obligation and about his.success in bor- 
rowing $640,000 in New York with which to 
purchase the property. 

The witness replied the transaction was 
“on the square "’ so far as he was concerned, 
that he did noi act for the officials or stock- 
holders of the international Harvester com- 
pany, but that he felt morally all the time 
that the concern ultimately should go to 
that company.” 

Ot course, I knew nothing about the prac- 
tical side of the businees of manufacturing 
dinders.“ Mr. Vincent said. * I had practical 
men running the business for me.“

GERMAN CROWN'PRINCE’S FACE 


TORN BY HUNTING ACCIDENT. 


Frederick William, Kaiser’s Eldest 
Son, Slowly Recovering from the 
Closest Call of His Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—With strips of plaster on 
his face and forehead, and with a gap in his 
teeth, Crown Prince Frederick Wiliam is 
slowly recovering from the closest call in his 
life. 

That he did not break his neck when he was 
thrown from his horse during a dreg hunt 
at Dantzig on Tuesday is regarded as almost 


a miracle. 
The crown prince has an English fondness 


‘for horses and hunting. He is a daring and 


excellent rider. 

As lis usual when any accident happens to 
any member of royalty, it is difficult to ob- 
tain details, the official statement always 
minimizing the ident. 

It is beHeved, however, that the crown 
prince’s horse, while going at a strong pace, 
landed on his fore feet in a half hidden 
ditch. 

The prince's clothing was either caught in 
the saddle or his left foot remained in the 
stirrup. This checked the flight of the horse 
but it resulted in the prince’s face and head 
striking the ground Heavily. 

The crown prince has been repeatedly ad- 
monished by the kaiser against recklessness 
in sports and the futility of taking chances 
of getting hurt and he may now be forbidden 
to participate in hunts of this nature. 


Taft Will Be Among Those At- 
tending Last Rites for 
Dead Leader. 


Utica, N. T., Nov. 1.—Utica paid tribute 
today to the memory of Vice President James 
S. Sherman. For hours this afternoon and 
evening thousands of persons filed silently 
through the Oneida county courthouge and 
gazed for the last time on the face of the vice 
president, whose body was lying in state in 
the rotunda of the building. 

The body lay in state from 8 o'clock this 
afternoon until 9 o’clock tonight and during 
that period it was estimated that more than 
25,000 persons passed through the building.

Dodged Local Option Issue 
‘in Legislature. 


The Anti-Saloon league of Illinois directed 
a blow yesterday at Frank H. Funk, Pro- 
gressive nominee for governor. His man- 
agers are charged with having sent out a 
letter purporting to be an indorsement of 
Funk dy the league for distribution in 
churches throughout Illinois tomorrow. 

Over the signature of F. Scott McBride, 


state superintendent of the league, as rep- 


resenting the policy of the organization, this 
letter is expressly disavowed, and in order 
to make it plain the league sent out Senator 
Funk's record in the state senate upon the 
local option question. It is asserted a com- 
mittee representing Mr. Funk’s managers 
called upon the league's officials last Mon- 
day and urged hands off in the guberna- 
torial fight. It is not claimed by the Anti- 
Saloon league leaders, who were thoroughly 
incensed yesterday, that Senator Funk was 
in the conference, but it is declared he wait- 
ed outside while Col. Chaunce, Dewey, Ray- 
mond Robins, and others were in conference 
with the league officials. 


Letter Sent Throughout State. 

The original letter which caused the con- 
troversy is in the form of a circular letter 
sent broadcast over the state. It is signed 
by E. D. Reynolds*of Rockférd and others as 
members of the Anti-Galoon league and asks 
the support of Senator Funk from voters 
‘friehaly to the plans of the organization. 

Supt. McBride's statement, issued 
night, follows: 

Never in the history of the Anti-Saloon 
League of Illinois has there been perpetrated 
upon the organization a piece of political 
treachery Hke that embodied in the letter 
sent out‘in behalf of Senator Funk for gov- 
ernor. The officials of the league feel the 
league has been grossly imposed upon in this 
attempt to misuse the influence of the organ- 
ization.

Three pounds fresh coffee, 54 cents, 

Three-quarters of a pound round beefsteak, 
22 cents, 

Two pounds salt cod, 40 cents. 

Eight eggs, 40 cents. 

Two pounds chicken, 66 cents. 

One and one-half pounds ham, 43 cents. 

One quart oysters, 30 cents. 

Four pounds cabbage, 10 cents. 

Four pounds beets, 10 cents. 

Seven pounds lettuce, 64 cents. 

Six pounds spinach, 36 cents. 

According to the milk committee, a lunch of 
bread and milk weighing sixteen ounces and 
costing 8 cents contains 1,080 food fuel units 
of energy, as against 865 units of energy in a 
lunch costing 25 cents consisting of soup, beef, 
potatoes, turnips, bread and butter, coffee, 
milk, and sugar.

rent is fully 25 per cent less out here than 
it would be nearer the business district. 

“The purchase of a book dealing entirely 
with left overs, edited by a well known 
authority in the matter of cooking, has saved 
me many times the cost, $1.25. No one house- 
wife could be expected to remember all the 
recipes and combinations of colu meats and 
vegetables to be found in this book. And sure- 
ly one of the most essential things for us to 
learn is to use up every bit that we buy for the 
table.

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A Brilliant Program 


at the Thomas Matinee.

N inspired reading of the first symphony 

of Brahms and an equally 
performance of the lisst 
1 Walts” were the high Heute in 
markably interesting program dy the 
Thomas orchestra yesterday afternoon. The 
conductor further enjoyed a pleasant personal 
success with hig little symphonic sketch, 4 
Summer Evening,” which was cordially re- 
ceived. The remaining numbers were Dv 5 
Dramatic overture and Glazounow’s “ Fin- 

nish Fantasy,” beth new to Thomas patrons. 
The music of Brahms frequently has sup- 
plied Mr. Stock with *opportunities for con- 
vincing demonstrations of his interpretative 
gifts. Each of the symphonies, as he has 
read them in the past, has seemed te mark « 
new level in hie artiatic progress. Yet each 
Las unfolded similar traits, of which the. most 


austere melodic line of Brahms with the deli- 
cate emphasia of lyric inflection. 

Hig remarkable faculty to readjust orches- 
tral proportions at times has resulted in in- 
fusing into the somewhat neutral color scheme 
of Brahms the brilliant orchestral hues ot 
Wagner. But yesterday's performance proved 
that this was merely 3 ink phase of his 
progress in the ert of Brahma Ag he has 
previously caught ee te the listener 

mel

blendings ef orchestral tone that most fittingly 
may serve as 9 for that noble song. 


‘They are shades of en color, neither neu- 
tral nor brilliant, but rich 
luminous. They do 
into sharply contrasted greups, but mingle 
glow as with some inner fire.

has come, also, the revealment of a finer sense 
of poetic values, a splendid restraint, a genial 
dignity that tempers authority with the per- 
suasive touch of eloquence. 

It remains only to comment on the one fault 
of interpretative technic which the symphony 
disclosed. Weaker works in this form have 
developed in Mr. Stock the habft of subduing 
the importance of the first movement in order 
to attain a climax in the finale. The first 
symphony of Brahms Knows no such peéces- 
sity. The mighty last movenyumt can sustain 
any climax that has preceded and the first 
movement accomplishes several that are too 
important to be slighted. 

In vivid contrast to the symphony was the 
Liszt reading. Rhapsodie, cirtuose, touched 
with the inspiration of the extempore the 
“Mephisto Waltz” swept the orchestra with 
its sardonic, sensuous melodies. As in the 
sympheny, the men responded with elastic pre- 
cision to the conductor’s intentions, and these 
demanded nothing short of virtuosity. 

The novelties were less impressive. The 
posthumous Dvorak overture dates from that 
period in the development of the Bohemian 
master when he worshipped at the shrines of 
Liszt and Wagner. It begins rhapsodically 
and ends by reviewing the beauties of “ The 
Ring and “The Mastersingers.” But it shows 
@ mastery of the orchestral medium and, of 
course, the music is no leas beautiful than in 
the original version. 

— 

Mr. Stock’s sketch is not ambitious. But 
it is a fascinating study in harmonie variety 
and instrumentation and to these details of 
technical interest must be added the charm of 
simple melody, aptly symbolic of tne mood de- 
fined tn the title. 

The Glazounow “Finnish Fantasy” fulfilled 
the expectations which the title awakened. It 
proved, in short, another Russian atrocity. 
The atmospheric harmonies of the introduction 
soon make way for a noisily unimportant treat- 
ment of a Finnish folk song, which, in turn, 
is followed by a rhythmically amputated and 
harmonically disfigured version of that grand

BY HERBERT CAXTON. 
DAPTING the name which M. Reclus 
gave the Caribbean sea, Mr. Stephen 
Bonsal calls his book TH AMERI- 
CAN MEDITERRANEAN ” (Moffat, 
Tard & Co.), and in it he gives the 

reader a good idea of the present conditions 
of the islands and countries bordering upon 
that great body of water. Winter cruises 
there have now become popular, and tourists 
are becoming acquainted with the delecta- 
ble isles and littoral within easy reach of our 
great porta. Most of these travelers, how- 
ever, get but a fleeting glimpee of the beauti- 
ful islands and of course know little of con- 
ditions beyond what can be learned in the 
course of their short sojourns. 

Mr. Bonsal's book is made up of letters 
written to THz CuIcAGo TRIBUND and other 
newspapers, and although some of the politi- 
cal conditions have slightly changed, it may 
be said to be an accurate picture of these 
places today. Cuba, Porto Rico, the British, 
French, Dutch, and Danish islands, Venezu- 
ela, ‘Colombia, Panama, and Mexico are de- 
ecribed. The book deals with commercial as 
well as political affairs and this gives it a 
value not usually possessed by works of the 
kind. 

The islands surrounding the Caribbean ap- 
pear to be in a bad way commercially as 
well as politically. Their trade has either de- 
creased. greatly or ts not increasing in the 
right ratio. Tariffs prevent export expansion 
in most cases; in others the character of the 
people stande in the way of progress of any 
kind. As usual in such cases, the most beau- 
tiful lands are the most hopeless.

RS. LANCELOT,” Maurice Hewe 
M lett's new novel (the Century 

company), has an odd subtitle, 

“A Comedy of Aasumptions.” 

Even a student of Mr. Henry 
James might be somewhat puzsled to know 
what Mr. Hewlett means by this; perhaps he 
means that he has assumed a good deal in po- 
turing his hero, the Duke of Devizes (the 
Duke of Wellington) as so accidental a hero. 
The portrait ia, to say the least, a new in- 
terpretation of the Iron Duke, and the des- 
sicated love affair which he has with the 
mild Myre. Lancelot seems out of keeping 
with the character of a man who appears to 
have had rather a talent for decisive vio- 
tories. 
. However, not to argue that point, since all 
conquerors have their conqueror and the 
Duke of Wellington was, very likely, ne 
exception to the rule, let it be admitted that 
Mr. Hewlett hae written an accomplished 
and complex book, the performance of which 
George Meredith himself might well have 
envied him. 


~~ 
The story runs thus: Georgiana Lancelot, 
the wife of Charles Lancelot, a tepid but 
correct gentleman, meets the Duke of De- 
vizes. Her essential delicacy, purity, and 
dblithnese intrigue the rather heavy imagina- 
tion of the duke, who has, to say the least, a 
@ull enough time of itat home. He feels the 
necessity of having this young creature near 
him, and induces her husband to enter his 
service in a diplomatic capacity. The woman 
is placed between the two, and is dominated 
by them. She treats them both with affec- 
tion. To one she is a dutiful wife, to the 
other an admiring daughter. She does not 
permit herself to realize their selfishness. She 
will not admit how one has risen by means 
of her beauty. to a desired preferment, or 
how the other would devour her for his own 
purposes. By the miracie of sheer purity 
she moves between them unafraiq keeping 
her dignity, her dreams, and her delight in 
life. And she fights the duke’s aggressive 
Passion with a power as gleaming and as im- 
materia] as those swords of light which the 
angele waved above the Wale of paradise. 


Then there comes a ; headlong post. a friend 
of Tom Mooré’s, who writes poems both 
learned and palpitating, and who loves Geor- 
giana with a complete love. She accepts 
this, too. She might bea child, so outgoing 
are her hands for gifts. Shedoes not reflect; 
apparently she does not weep; she is not wor- 
ried about anybody’s standards. When a 
husband came, she obeyed her elders and 
accepted him; when a protector came, she 
fed upon his bounty; when a true lover came 
she threw away all of her previous prizes and 
went off with him. They were very happy 
and very wonderful, and when the husband 
and the duke came to bring him to justice, he 
delivered them an address somewhere on the 
slope of Rapello, which sent them both home 
with apologies. He convinced the husband 
that he was a poltroon and the duke that he, 
at least, had made an assumption.” That 
Mr. Hewlett’s sense of humor failed him at 
this point is really nothing against the book. 
One forgets all about humor in sheer satis- 
faction at seeing the wrong sort of egotists 
discougtenanced by the right kind—by the 
kind who can include another in his happi- 
ness.

It is not, however, the mere story of the 
novel which renders ita fine piece of work. It 
is the remarkable, the daring yet delicate 
character delineation. It seems a pity not 
to quote, but the quotations would never 
end. The book is worth reading, emphat- 
ically. Itis worth reading to see what Hew- 

lett knows how to do with the secret selves 
of men and women; how he portions and 
mixes their qualities and produces the be- 
lievable whole. They ate almost incon- 
sistent, as fascinating, as reprehensible, and 
as likable as if they had come from the hand 
of nature instead of that of a novelist. It 10 
the new method and a great method. There 
are those who will not see how great is the 
new method, and who lament that the mas- 
ters of literature are in their graves. Buta

SYDNEY.—I now propose to take a fresh 
start in Australia’s attempt to settle incus- 
trial disputes by legislation. I shall review 
the whole subject but confine attention toa 
single state, New South Wales, making no 
reference to legislation in other states except 
by way of illustration or comparison. 

I take New South Wales not only because 
legisatlon on this subject has reached a erit- 
ical and decisive stage there and because the 
State is the most advanced in this respect 
in the commonwesith, but because an en- 
tirely new act. already referred to as a bill, 


«is about to be placed on the statute bock. 


This act is the offspring of a labor govern- 
ment. In other words, we have the cause of 
labor and the interests of labor taken care of 
and protected as labor would like to have 
‘them. 

If this act does not satisfy labor, it means 
that the labor party of New South Wales con- 
fesses its inability to terminate industrial 
Strife by legislation. Even this statement of 
the case would scarcely satisfy the labor min- 
istry. They would urge, if the latest enact- 


ment falls, that it is not necessarily because 


of the weakness of the act but because no leg- 
islation can solve industrial disputes, that 


_ such legislation must be regarded only as an 


expedient, a stepping stone to a socialistic 
state, I. e., a state in which every worker has 
@ voice and a direct interest. 


Act of 1901 Farreaching. 
In 1901 New South Wales passed an act 


a to provide for the registration and incor- 
pPoration of industrial unions and the making 
- and enforcing of industrial agreements.”’ 


No industrial experiment in Australia, says 
Mr. Beeby, the minister for labor, ever 


Created so much interest or met with so much 
adverse criticism as this act. It had far 
reaching effects. It was not a wild experi- 
5 ment. but followed the main principles which 


hed been successfully applied in New Zea- 
land for a number of years. There the prin- 
elple of compulsory arbitration, carrying 
with it regulation of the terms of employ- 
ment for all industries by a court at lew, 


had become a fixed institution. 


Opposition to the 1901 act was chiefly on 
the ground that interfered with freedom of 
contract, but for nearly a quarter of a century 
Australia had been imperceptibly encroach- 


_ing on the sacred precincts of economists;- 


and freedom of contract had become a shib- 


boleth of a past decade. Factory legislation 
providing proper ventilation and sanitation, 
early closing acts affording relief to a large 
section of the industrial population of cities, 
mining laws protecting the lives and health 


of underground workers—these had been in- 


corporated in the statute book and were al- 
. lowed to remain without any serious protest 
of contract in 1901. 
Arbitration Act Goes Further. 
But Australia bad gone a step further, for 


the industria) arbitration act virtually as- 


serted that it le as essential to protect work- 
men against undue competition among them- 
selves for employment as from the firedamp 
in a coal mine. It is just as essential to the 
people of the community to have a Hving 
wage as to have a certain number of cubic 
feet of afr when working in a factory. A liv- 
ing wage ie more essential to girls than free 
public libraries and playground. 
The mechanic realizes that increasing com- 
petition due to improved agricultural ma- 
_chinery has released large numbers hitherto 
employed in the fields. Women and chiidren 
from the fields and the cities have taken to 
factory work as a means of keeping within 
sight of their increased requirements and the 
demands which society's constantly increas- 
ing ideals makes of them. 


Where Law Falls Short. 
The act of 1901 did not fulfill all the expec- 
tations of ite friends; but this, as has already 
been pointed out, has been largely attributed 
to the fact that the act was patterned after 
the New Zealand act without r consid- 
eration of the marked differencés ‘between 
conditions in New Zealand and New South 
Wales. 
A more reasonable complaint against the 


Working of the act was that it had ceased 
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to be a court of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion, but had become a field for expensive 
Utiga tion and an incentive to industrial strife. 
The number of cases referred to the court 
exceeded all expectations. Workmen in in- 
dustries as yet unorganized put up with un- 
fair conditions because they feared the un- 
employed men ready to take their place. 

The court did a good work. It gave to 
many classes of labor increased wages; gave 


~ gnionistg the preference, as was shown by 
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awards; better organization followed, and 
to some extent protection against unre- 
_ strained competition.

action in the war for the union. 

went to the front again in the Span- 

ish-American war, and ‘commanded 
the joint American ard British forces fer 
a time during the Boxer uprising in China: 
In his serene old age he has wriften a book 
untitled “ UNDER THE OLD FLAG” [D. 
Appleton & Co.]. in which he gives his per- 
sonal recollections of these three wars. Being 
an observant man, with a retentive memory. 
and having lived a life af activity, it re- 
quires more than 1,100 pages of print, divided 
into two volumes, to record his recollections 
in book form. He was the friend of Lincoln, 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Dana, McClellan 
and other great men of the civil war period, 
whom he pictures intimately. He throwe new 
light on many of the campaigns of that war. 
and many of his descriptions and comments 
are certain to arouse controversy. He has 
no hesitation in depicting the pecularities and 
weaknesses of our great generals and public 
servants. He thinks Dana would have made 
a better secretary of war than Stanton. was. 
He says McDowell faited as a military man 
because he was a glutton. He even intimates 
that Pap Thomas was jealous of Gen. 

Grant's fame. Admirers of John A. Rawlins 
win read with much satisfaction his estimate 
of that unassuming man. Of all Grant’s mill- 
tary aids and advisers he ranks Rawlings as 
incomparably the greatest. 

Gen. Wilson served during the Spamish 
war as a senior major general, and aft#*ward 
helped to reorganize the Cuban government. 
He paints a ghastly picture of Cuba under the 
iron rule of Butcher Weyler. 

As a nerrator of graphie incident the gen- 
eral ig both interesting and convincing. His 
work is not only a valuable historical docu- 
ment, but an unusually readable story of an 
active, picturesque life.

ward Stanwood now gives us THE 

PRESIDENCY FROM 1897 TO 1909” 

(Houghton, Mifflin company). That he 
should devote an entire volume to this short 
space of time shows what importance he at- 
taches to the events therein included, and 
all who have taken proper thought of the 
present time wilh agree with him. The rise 
of “ imperialism to a paramount issue, the 
second term of President Roosevelt, and the 
era of progreseive jusurgency are the chief 
topics dealt with. Chapter IV. is given up 
to an interesting essay on the evolution of 
the presidency. : 

Likening it to similar aggrandizement by 
the speaker of the house, Mr. Stanwood traces 
the increase of the president's power from 
the time of Jackson to the present day 
Among the unique creations of the Amer- 
jean constitution.“ he says, there is noth- 
ing more remarkable than the presidency as 
it exists in the twentieth century.“ Nor does 
he believe it has reached its ultimate develop- 
ment. As the power of the house of commons 
has increased year by year, so has that of the 
presidency. Neither has lost anything which 
it had once gained. He shows the slow 
growth of our own speaker's power until 
there came a succession of strong men tothe 
office. Then it became so great that it pro- 
duced a revolution. The intimation here is 
that a similar reaction will take place against 
presidential aggrandizement. Roosevelt, he 
says, carried his conception of the powers of 
his office to the highest point yet reached. 

His conclusion is: The constitution Is 
still adaptable to the emergencies that will 
arise, and there will still be masterful men 
at the head of affairs. Fortunately there 
are and will still be wise and foreseeing men 
who will not suffer the people to be led blind- 
fold and who will guard the country from 
permitting too.large a share of the govern- 
ment to fall to any man—for in that direc- 
tion lies the danger to American liberty.“

Although true— 
for we feel that the minute emotiona! analy- 
sis is exceptionally accurate—and fairly well 
written; it belongs to that class of books, 
unfortunately so much the fashion these 
days, which achieve notoriety rather than 
commendation. Realism of this sort is hard 
to handle, and it is only occasionally, as in 
“Carnival,” for instance, that it becomes 
truly artistic.
